Prepare district maps showing the location of 
present Units and prospective new Units. 
Encourage in cooperation with the Commis- 
sioner Staff—year ‘round recruitment of new 
members in each Unit—We will encourage 
Units to participate and attain membership 
objectives in the ‘DO YOUR BEST FOR 
AMERICA" Five Point Achievement Program. 
Encourage district together plans for the or- 
ganization of new Units. 

Add council members-at-large to our Organ- 
ization and Extension Committee to represent 
the various religious, civic, educational and 
business groups of our council. These men 
assist in helping us open doors to Scouting. 
Continue to make boy fact surveys in schools, 
churches and other institutions to make the 
program of Scouting available to more boys 
thru existing Units and new Units within our 
Council. 

Set quarterly and yearly goals to serve an ever 
increasing percentage of boys in our council.
